January 6.—This evening I came across 
an old note-book while overhauling a lot of 
papers. A note-book is oneof the best things 
a millwright or any other mechanic can pos- 
sess—if he only makes good use thereof. 

A man should not use a note-book as he 
does his Sunday clothes ; that is, only on ex- 
traordinary occasions, but should make an 
everyday affair of it, and jot down anything 
which may strike his fancy as novel or useful 
for the future. The first note-book I ever had 
was a nice concern; its leaves were made of 
bond paper, the covers were morocco, and 
carried a nice place for a pencil. One or per- 
haps two pages of that book received entries 
pertaining to some new machinery on exhibi- 
tion at a fair. Two or three pages. got 
pulled out to write receipts on, and the re- 
mainder of the book lies before me, unused 
and of no value, simply because it was not 
used right. 

The note-book first referred to is a cheap 
ten-cent affair ; its pages are torn and dog’s- 
eared, but it is brimfull of everyday mill- 
wrighting kinks which have always proved 
valuable to me and to others. The drawing 
shows this book full-size and shape. It is a 
little affair, for a large book is always getting 
in the way, and is thrown aside. Every time 
that | saw a new ‘“‘kink” a pencil sketch 
would be made in this little book, either at the 
time or from memory shortly afterward, as oc- 
casion permitted, and it was very easy to ink 
in the sketches during leisure moments, gen- 
erally in free hand, and sometimes very free, 
but occasionally with rule and squares to 
make neat perspective drawings of the articles 
under consideration. 

On page 4 of this little book I find the fig- 
ures given in the illustration to the left. Fig- 
ures I to 6 illustrate a piping job. Fig. 1 is a 
piece of cast-iron steam-pipe, which is to be 
cut off at X. These sketches tell me just how 
the job was done. A lathe centre, Fig. 4, was 
shouldered down, and a cast-iron centre, 8 
inches in diameter, was fitted thereon. The 
lathe centre was made at an angle of 60°, 
but the cast-iron centre is go® from face to 
face. This practice is very general in most 
shops, 60° for small work, and go° for large, 
but I prefer to make all lathe centres to the 
common angle of 60°. The flange upon the 
end of the pipe which is to be used is caught 
in a lathe chuck, or bolted to the face plate ; 
the other end of the pipe is mounted upon the 
big centre, and the pipe made to run true 
where it is to be cut. If it does not run true 
upon the big centre the tail spindle may be 
run back a little, and a side tool.set in the 
tool post, and introduced beside the centre, as 
in Fig. 5. The section d shows how the tool 
cuts one side more than the other, and thus 
makes the pipe run true. 

A steady rest is set up near where the pipe 
is to be cut, and carries one end of the pipe 
while it is being threaded, after cutting off. 
Fig. 2 shows the pipe after it is cut and 
threaded, and the flange’ alsu, after that is 
bored and threaded ready for screwing on to 
the pipe. Fig. 3 shows a way of doing a job 
when a lathe is not to be had; 4 is the piece 
ot pipe as shown in Fig. 2, but instead of be- 
ing threaded and screwed into the flange it is 
put in place in the line of pipe, the packing 
adjusted and the long bolts put in, as shown 
in the sketch. Sometimes it is desirable to 
use a piece of pipe like @, that is, without any 
flange. This may be used in the same man- 
ner as 4. The pipe in this case is notched all 
around with a sharp cold chisel, broken by 
dropping upon a sharp iron corner, and the 
end filed up smooth and true, 

Fig. 6 shows two methods of hanging up 
this same kind of pipe. Both methods are 
used, but a glance at the sketch will tell that 
one is much cheaper than the other method. 
The one marked ¢ is % roundiron,. A rod 5

feet long makes a hanger. The other one, /, 
is %-inch iron, and 3 feet is needed. Ife 
weighs 2 pounds / will weigh 2? pounds, re- 
quiring to be heated and formed by the smith, 
at the same time the ends are forged, but ¢ 
can be left straight and bent when used, by 
simply winding it over the pipe. 

Fig. 7 shows a felt stretcher, which is in com- 
mon use. Its hollow sides look natural, and 
the ends of the felt need excessive stretching 
in order to get the middle of the felt jacket on 
to the couch roll. 

Fig. 8 shows a stretcher as made by R. C. 
Plummer, a millwright in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts. A shaft carrying right and left 
threads runs. through the device, following 
the dotted lines. Collars on this shaft engage 
a sliding cross-bar in the middle of the device, 
thus preventing end motion of the shaft. A 
nut is made fast fo the wedges, which in turn 
are dovetailed to the side bars, as shown at g 
in the end view of the device. This thing was 
never patented, as far as I know, and works 
very well. Wrenches can be used on both 


a, Fig. 5, is mortised to receive the nuts and 
is slipped over them under the bottom iron 
and held securely in place by wires, one of 
which is shown at 4, Fig. 5. This machine 
can be quickly adjusted to any desired length 
of bolt within 32 inches of length. The rod, 
Fig. 7, ensures quick and accurate adjustment. 
It is marked off in inches. A chalk mark is 
made at the desired length shown on the rod. 
This rod is then stuck through the hole in 
which a bolt is to be made, and the crank is 
turned until the chalk mark on the rod is 
brought level with the top of the upper iron. 
For bolts less than 5 inches in length a piece 
of rod is placed in the hole to be used, one 
end of the, rod reaching to the bottom iron, 
the other end receiving the lower end of the 
bolt to be made.

Early Engineering Reminiscences. 





By GeorGce Esco, SELLERS. 


The machine I referred to, believing it to 
have been the first machine on this continent 
to make continuous paper, and that I had a 
perfect recollection of, was in the paper mill 
of Thomas Gilpin on the Brandywine Creek, 
a few miles from Wilmington, Del., but I 
cannot with certainty fix the date that I first 
saw it in operation; but, from other circum- 
stances connected with the visit to the mill 
with my father, I do not think it was earlier 
than 1817 or later than 1818, and then the 
machine had been in operation for a con- 





ends of the shaft, but both ends of the stretcher 
must expand alike. 


January 17.—Have been having a row with 
the hoisting devices again. Whenever old 
papers have to be used they must all be 
hoisted up one story to a threshing-machine 
devoted exclusively to papers and cotton 
waste. A large crane has hitherto been used 
for hoisting bales and barrels. The crane 
stood near a large door. It could be swung 
out, the rope lowered and barrel attached, the 
load raised and the crane then swung into the 
room. A friction device wound the rope upon 
a large drum, which was also fitted with a 
brake. I have always had no end of trouble 
with this device ; everybody runs it ; it is con- 
stantly getting out of order and smashing 
things to pieces, An 1,800-pound bale of stock 
dropped upon the rear end of a wagon not long 
ago. The teamster escaped with a shaking-up, 
but he said that he wanted no more South Caro- 
lina earthquakes dropped upon Ais wagon. 


I have pulled out the whole affair and re- 
placed it by a good, honest elevator, with 
double-hoisting cables, counter-balance, auto- 
matic safety attachments in full. A boy has 
been placed in charge of this elevator, and no 
other person is allowed to stop, start or man- 
age it. There will probably be no more trou- 
ble with that hoisting apparatus. 


January 20.—On page 5 of my note-book I 
see in Fig. ra sketch of a bolt-heading tool 
made by my father, for paper-mill repair- 
shop use, some twenty years ago. The de- 
vice consists of an old rag-engine roll spindle 
cut in two equal lengths, or, rather, cut off into 
two pieces 3 feet long, the journals and gear- 
seats being cut off and thrown away. The 
device is. mounted in a light wooden frame, as 
shown ; two bolts hold the top iron, which 
is the round one, fast to the frame. The bolt 
is shown by Fig. 6 and its application in Fig. 
2. The top of this iron is planed off, leaving 
a surface of 3 inches, and the bolt holes are 
drilled in this surface, as shown, ranging from 
% inch to 1% inches. 

The bottom or square part of the tool is ad- 
justed by the two crank screws. A collar is 
shrunk on each rod, as seen by Fig. 3, this 
collar resting upon the upper iron. These 
crank screw-rods are % inch in diameter, and 
work in common nuts placed below the lower 
An oak board, 
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thaline monosulphonic acid. In producing 
this acid the process is as follows : 

Mix one hundred parts, by weight, of 
the lime salt of alpha naphthaline monosul- 
phonic acid, which acid is made in the usual 
manner, with two hundred parts of sulphuric 
acid of 66° Baumé. Add to this mixture 
slowly forty-five parts of nitric acid of 40° 
Baumé at a temperature of from go° to 100° 
Centigrade, whereby two nitro monosulphonic 
acids are formed. These acids are converted 
into their amido compounds by any suitable 
and well-known method, which conversion re- 
sults in two naphthylamine sulphonic acids. 
These last two acids are easily separated, 
owing tothe unequal solubility of their salts 
in water. The naphthylamine sulphonic acid, 
which forms a sodium salt which is easily 
soluble in water, is used for producing the 
new dyestuff, which is called ‘‘ Brilliant 
Red.” This last-mentioned acid has never 
been used to prepare dyestuffs directly. 

Two hundred and twenty-three pounds of 
naphthylamine sulphonic acid are mixed with 
about two thousand pounds of water and three 
hundred and eighty pounds of hydrochloric 
acid of 20? Baumé, The mixture so prepared 
is cooled to from 4° to 6° Centigrade, and 
eighty pounds of sodium nitrite dissolved in 
two hundred pounds of water are poured into 
it slowly. The mixture is now left at rest for 
several hours—that is to say, until the naph- 
thylamine sulphonic acid is converted into dia- 
zonaphthaline sulphonic acid. This diazo 
compound is then slowly poured into a solu- 
tion of one hundred and forty-four pounds of 
beta-naphthol dissolved in three hundred 
pounds of caustic soda of fifteen per cent. 
strength. ‘ 

The dyestuff isformed as shown by the fol- 
lowing formula.

The new dyestuff is purified by crystalliza- 
tion in a well-known manner. 

This new dyestuff is a brilliant red, which 
is lighter and of a more yellowish shade than 
the well-known ‘‘ Rocelline,” or *‘ fast red.” 
The last-named dyestuff is produced from the 


naphthylamine sulphonic acid known as “ Pi- | 
rids,” which differs materially from the naph- | 
thylamine sulphonic acid used in producing 


siderable time. I have no distinct recollection 
of the special object of my father’s visit to the 
mill at that time, But I do remember that he 
and Mr. Gilpin and his manager, Mr. Great- 
rake, spent much time in the machine-room 
watching the operation, sketching and discuss- 
ing points in connection with the forming cyl- 
inder and the exhaust pumps. The millwright 
had been called in, and while some changes 
were being discussed I left them. Having 
considerable portion of the afternoon to my- 
self I took advantage of it to call on Mr. 
Irene Du Pont, the founder of the Du Pont 
Powder Mills, whom I had frequently met in 
my father’s office. He took me through the 
mills, explaining everything ; this made a last- 
ing impression, for it was the first time I had 
seen the process of gunpowder making. I 
also visited the cotton factory of my father’s 
old friend, William Young, who had, in con- 
nection with his factory, a good machine shop 
for that period, It was in this shop that my 
uncle, Franklin Peale, served his apprentice- 
ship, and who afterward became the chief 
coiner of the United States Mint and the in- 
ventor of the steam-coining press, which he 
constructed and put into practical operation. 
I had the gratification of witnessing the first 
coin struck by it, and of being one of the se- 
lect few invited to witness the first steam coin- 
age on March 23, 1836, and still have in my 
possession one of the coins, or rather, I should 
say, one of a few that were struck a few days 
previous when my uncle was adjusting the 
press, testing its capability, and also the dies. 
This test was only in the presence of Dr. R 
M. Patterson, the then director of the United 
States Mint; Adam Eckfeldt, the old and first 
coiner of the United States ; Mr. Gobrecht, the 
die sinker, Jos. Saxton and myself. Of those 
present at the select exhibition on the 23d, I 
recollect Matthew W. Baldwin, Rufus Tyler 
Wm. Mason, S. V. Merrick, and S. Morris 
as among the most prominent mechanics of 


the time. The dollar press went into opera- 
tion the fall of the same year, 1836. I have 
one among the first that were struck. It bears 


that date, and has the die sinker's name, *'C.

goddess, but the copyist who only reproduced 
it, when the name of the artist as well as that 
of the creator of the unerring press that struck 
the coin is lost. 

But all this has nothing to do with paper 
making or paper-making machinery. We 
spent the evening with Mr. Gilpin in his 
bachelor quarters, Messrs. Du Pont and Great- 
rake being of the party. The making of paper 
by machinery in all its aspects was discussed, 
also the feasibility of drying the paper by 
steam-heated cylinders. To the best of my 
recollection Mr. Gilpin expressed great doubts, 
fearing irjurious effects on the paper. He 
had a scheme of drying by passing the paper 
from the machine through chamber currents 
of heated air, the paper being carried on 
rack-belts, partially drying, then passing be- 
tween heated calender rolls, thence through 
another long chamber of air heated to a 
higher degree, and finishing by a second set 
of calender rolls. . I have no knowledge of 
his ever having essayed to put this plan in 
practice, though he seemed to have tested the 
degree of heat, length of chambers, speed of 
paper, and velocity of the current of heated 
air necessary to produce the results aimed at. 

The Gilpin machine was that of John Dick- 
inson. The original cylinder was made in 
England and brought out by Mr. Greatrake, 
who had been foreman of Dickinson's ‘‘ Mash 
Mill.” My impression is that the rest of the 
machine was constructed at a machine-shop 
erected for that purpose at ‘the mill. For 
many years the machine was worked with as 
much secrecy as Dickinson had worked his 
in England. The cylinder was not over 3 feet 
long, about 2 feet in diameter, a solid brass 
casting bored perfectly smooth inside, while 
the outside was turned in shallow grooves, 
leaving between them ridges with sharp edges 
corresponding to the bars of paper molds. 
In the grooves between the ridges holes were 
drilled into the interior of the cylinder so 
close together as to form a perfect network, 
through which the water from the pulp 
passed into the interior of the cylinder ; the 
sharp edges of the ridges that separated the 
grooves were notched lengthways of the cyl- 
inder about ¥ inch apart to receive rods of 
about No. 16 hard brass wire, which were sol- 
dered into the notches, forming an underface 
like the underface of a paper mold, Over this 
was a backing of woven wire about 14 meshes to 
the inch, on which the fine wire-cloth face was 
placed. The ends of the cylinder were closed 
with solid brass plait-heads, having journals 
cast to them on which the cylinder turned. 
One of these journals was hollow, through 
which a tube passed into the bottom of a y- 
shaped trough with closed ends, the edges of 
the trough coming into close contact with the 
inside of the cylinder, which it was held firmly 
against by having a journal opposite to the 
tube end and centring in the solid journal of 
that end of the cylinder. The dilute pulp be- 
ing delivered to the cylinder by pumping out 
the water and partly exhausting the air from 
that portion of the cylinder covered by the 
space between the edges of the y-shaped 
trough, the exterior atmospheric pressure 
sufficiently consolidated the film of pulp to 
prevent it squashing and disfiguring the paper 
as it passed under and on to the felt of the 
couching roll, and thence between the various 
press rolls. This Y-shaped trough, in which 
the amount of exhaust could be regulated, was 
the great feature of the Dickinson cylinder 
machine, and was deemed essential. 

The manner of reeling the wet paper was in- 
genious. To prevent any undue strain that 
would tear the wet paper asunder, the reels 
were driven by the friction of a wooden y- 
edge wheel in a corresponding y lined with 
leather wheel on the reel shaft, the amount of 
traction being regulated by a P. weight sliding 
on a lever-arm that pressed the wheels to- 


gether. The reels were formed of six wooden 
slats on spider arms. One of the slats had a 
groove from end to end in which a knife was 
run, cutting outward, thus, when the required 
quantity of paper was,wound on the reel, 
separating it and allowing it to fall on to a 
sliding-table, from which the porter separated 
the sheets, carrying and hanging them in the

From paper makers reports are very encour- 
aging as to the running of mills, a scarcity of 
orders not being complained of by any manu- 
facturer interviewed, while some few are really 
crowded and unable to fill orders as fast as de- | 
sired. 

The strikes now pending in New York to a 
certain extent interfere with the free movement 
of freights, and some of our paper makers | 
find it necessary to divert their paper shipments 
to New York points into new channels of com- 
munication. 

Since the first of February a direct water 
route has been opened between this port and 
Philadelphia by the Boston and Philadelphia 
Steamship Line, the company running three 
steamers, sailing days being Wednesday and 
Saturday of each week. 

There is nothing new in paper-stock circles. 
A very good business is reported from various 
quarters, although the home market does not 
respond to the advances made abroad. The 
stocks now arriving have been sold to arrive, | 
and were sold at figures which importers claim | 
cannot be duplicated. From what can be 
learned there seems to be a good deal of un- | 
certainty as to the future of the paper stock | 
market.

Holyoke Notes. 
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Horyoxe, Mass., February 3, 1887. 

The most important event of the week 
was the meeting of the paper makers of the city 
at Temple of Honor Hall, on Sunday last, to 
discuss the question of shortening the hours of 
labor of the night workers, Long before the 
hour appointed for the meeting the hall was 
full, and when it was called to order there 
must have been two hundred or more men in 


’ the room, and many more had gone away, 


unable to secure even standing room. This 
difficulty will be overcome when the next meet- 
ing is held, by engaging a larger hall. The 
meeting was called to order by William Perry, 
an employee of the Franklin Paper Company, 
and M. B. Carney, employed by the Whiting 
Paper Company, acted as secretary. Your 
correspondent having been invited to attend 
the meeting was given an excellent opportunity 
to see and hear all that was going on. Adam 
Ramage, through invitation of the paper 
makers, addressed the meeting on the relations 
ot capital and labor. The speaker gave the 
men some very good advice in regard to the 
manner in which they should bring about 
the shutting down of the mills on Saturday 
and Sunday nights. He gave a brief his- 
tory of the development of the paper indus- 
try from the time when the mills were oper- 
ated by a few men to the present era of 
powerful, wealthy companies, Mr. Ramage 
claimed that capitalistic competition is re- 
sponsible for the labor troubles ; that it is the 
competition between manufacturers that keeps 
the value of products down, and the price of 
labor is also depressed. In referring to the 
improvements in machinery and in the meth- 
ods of making paper which have been going 
on for years, he claimed that the laboring men 
have failed to benefit by the change in the 
slightest degree. On the other hand, they 
have barely achieved a living in return for 
twelve hours’ work. Mr. Ramage was followed 
by other speakers, who urged that some plan 
be adopted to bring the matter squarely before 
the manufacturers of the country. One man 
said that he had been a paper maker for thirty 
years, and that two-thirds of his Sunday nights 
have been spent in the mill. He cannot en- 
joy his Sundays, because he knows that he 
must go to work at midnight. 

The general tone of the meeting was that 
the manufacturers should meet and discuss the 
situation, giving the matter a fair hearing. A 
machine-tender said that in this.city and South 
Hadley Falls there are one hundred machine- 
tenders, eighty engineers and five hundred 
helpers who are interested in this question, and 
he considered it the duty of these men to com- 
bine and push their claims. There was very 
little said about strikes during the three and 
one-half hours in which the men were in ses- 
sion, and those who referred to it counselled 
moderation in all things relating to the matter. 
It was determined to conduct the issue honor- 
ably, firmly and harmoniously ; to avoid all 
clashing of interests and, above all things, to 
steer clear of last summer's mistakes. It was 
finally decided to draw up a petition to the 
manufacturers, asking that the mills shut down 
on Saturday nights at six o'clock and start up 
again at seven o'clock on Monday mornings, 
and a committee consisting of Messrs. Harvey,

Domestic 
rags are in fair demand, with prices unchanged. 

Samuel Snell, manufacturer of the patent pa- 
per-mill drainer bottoms, has just secured a 
patent on a machine for making these filtering 
stones which promises to do excellent work. 
The machine is a combination of gears, pins, 
screws and shafts, and is simple, durable and 
effective. The plastic material of which the 
stones are made is placed on a table and over 
this is a ‘‘follower” containing rows of pins. 
This follower is raised in such a way that the 
pins will protrude through holes in the table and 
above its surface. The ends and sides of the 
frame are locked by means of wedges and the 
material is then poured on the table within the 
frame, filling the space to any desired depth. 
This material is allowed to remain till it be- 
comes hardened, when the follower is de- 
pressed by using the gearing and screws. The 
pins are then withdrawn, leaving conical holes 
extending through the stone. The wedges are 
removed, the sides and ends of the frame are 
taken off, and the finished stone remains on 
the table. This machine can be operated very 
easily with a minimum expenditure of power, 
and there is no danger of breaking the stone 
during the process of manufacture.

‘Free » Trade and a British Industry. 

It is a painful fact that the trade of the 
goldbeater has been almost entirely destroyed 
by foreign competition, and little or no hope 
is entertained of any improvement. About 
thirty-five years ago there were some 2,000 
goldbeaters earning very good wages. It isa 
highly skilled trade, an apprenticeship of from 
five to seven years being necessary. Now 
there only remain about 1,000 adult goldbeat- 
ers, 200 women and 100 youths. Of this 
number not more than 400 men and boys were 
at work last September, when certain statistics 
were taken. Since then half of the 4oo have 
in their turn been thrown out of work. The 
fund of the union for relieving the unemployed 
was completely exhausted last January. 

Statistics taken from the Board of Trade 
returns throw some light on this lamentable 
state of affairs. Since the removal of the 
duty formerly charged, the value of gold-leaf 
imported from abroad amounted for the eight 
years, 1857 to 1864, to £98,485 ; for the ten 
years, 1865 to 1874, to £507,589; and for the 
last decade, 1875 to 1884, to £1,223,418. In 
Germany there are villages of goldbeaters, 
where the men, women and children all toil 
together, and are content to earn, tor the en- 
tire family, 2s.6d. a day. According to a 
recent trustworthy statement in England the 
adult goldbeater expects to make 5s. for a day 
of about nine hours. Nor does this represent 
an increase in pay i on the Sees this 
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trade is one “a the rare exceptions, , fos during 
the last twenty years wages have fallen. It is 
calculated that an English manufacturer must 
have a well-lighted, dry and spacious work- 
shop, where, to produce about 100,000 gold- 
leaf weekly, he would pay something like £4 
in rent and £50 in wages. His raw material 
would cost £162 ; the wear and tear of books, 
tools, &c., £11 ; gas, coke and sundries, £3 ; 
giving a grand total of £230. Now, if 1,000 
gold-leaf are sold at 50s., £250 would be re- 
ceived and £20 profit realized. For this a 
capital of £6,000 is necessary, producing an 
annual turn-over of £13,000, and yielding 
£1,000 per annum profit, subject, however, to 
bad debts, income tax, house duty, &c. In 
such an establishment forty workmen would 
be employed. 

But what is known as the first quality for- 
eign gold-leaf is sold on the English market 
at 40s. the 1,000. Undoubtedly the English 
gold-leaf, which costs 50s., is a much superior 
article, but the advantages of good gilding are 
not sufficiently appreciated. The difference 
is not great, so far as the public is concerned. 
For instance, a handsome family Bible, sold 
at £3 3s., only costs 3d. extra to block and 
gild with English gold-leaf. Nevertheless, it 
is comparatively seldom that the English leaf is 
used. Nor do the Board of Trade returns 
give the full measure of foreign competition. 
A great quantity of gold-leaf is imported in the 
centre of cases containing toys. This it is the 
custom to sell for ready money, and the im- 















porters are willing t to sacrifice profit on gold- 
leaf for the sake of cash, as this enables them 
to give long credit on the toys where the 
profits are very large. Nevertheless, as Eng- 
lish gold-leaf is undoubtedly the best, it ought 
to find markets abroad wherever a really su- 
perior article is required. Such sales would 
be but a fair exchange. 

Foreign governments, however, take care to 
tax English gold-leaf, and the railway com- 
panies help to render exportation impossible. 
By the cheapest route and in large quantities 
the cost of carriage from Germany only 
amounts to 3d. per 1,000 leaf. A _ parcel 
can be brought more cheaply from Antwerp 
than from Norwich. The members of the 
trade consequently claim that they should 
have the same facilities for exporting as the 
foreigners enjoy for importing. Some em- 
ployers have sought to compete with the for- 
eign goods by introducing women into the 
trade and paying them half the wages given to 
men for the same work. This is done chiefly 
in the neighborhood of Birmingham. Thus 
the amount paid in wages has been reduced 
by one-half in some two hundred instances. 
Female labor, however, does not reduce for- 
eign importation, but it damages the masters 
who employ the best men at the highest wages 
so as to produce first-class work. 

Thus, in conclusion, we find that English 
goldbeaters are pre-eminent throughout the 
world, and produce the very best gold-leaf on 
the market ; yet now there are barely 200 men 
working at the trade, though a generation ago 
2,000 were busily employed.—/Printing Times 
and Lithographer.

loose from them, two reels were hung at oppo- 
site ends of centre-pivoted arms. Mr. Gilpin 
had attached to each reel a counter with dial 
showing the number of revolutions or sheets 
wound. Whena reel had on it the number of 
sheets required, the attendant would'swing it 
over without stopping the paper being formed, 
and as soon as the empty reel had taken the 
place of the full one he would, with a stick, 
break down the wet paper, pressing the end 
between the slats of the empty reel, and the 
winding would continue on it. Mr. Gilpin 
complained of the necessity of having so many 
different sizes of reels, or being obliged to 
change slats to suit the different sizes of paper 
ordered. I asked, why not make the reels to 
expand and contract to adjust for the different 
sizes? He turned to me, andin his quick, im- 
pulsive manner, said: ‘‘ Boy, that is easier 
said than done. I have often thought of it, 
but I cannot see any way of accomplishing it.” 
His sudden explosion almost took my breath 
from me; I felt, asa boy, I had been too hasty 
in putting in my oar. I stammered: “If you 
will come to our shops, and see grandfather's 
old sieve-hoop rounders or stretchers, they 
may give you an idea.” These old stretchers 
were nothing more than a plate-scroll screw 
that, on turning, thrust out a number of arms 
against the inside of a sieve-hoop, holding it to 
a perfect circle while the wire cloth was being 
tacked on—-the same in principle as the pres- 
ent universal lathe chuck. It was not long 
until Mr, Gilpin came to see the stretchers, 
and was so well pleased that he undertook to 
have a couple of six-arm expansive reels 
made. At that time there was no face lathe 
in Philadelphia with arrangement for cutting 
the scroll screw. He had recourse to Isaiah 
Lukins, who wound a wrought-iron scroll 
thread, riveted and brazed it onto a wrought 
plate in the same manner grandfather had 
made his original stretchers. Mr. Gilpin was 
very proud of these reels, so much so that he 
had a graduated scale, with vernier attached, 
that enabled him to at once adjust for any 
length of paper ; this, with his counters and 
their registers, he considered a great advance, 
but they were to be superseded by steam 
dryers, calenders, slitters and cutters to de- 
liver the finished sheets direct from the ma- 
chine. 

Some time previous to the visit to Mr. Gil- 
pin’s mill a very simply constructed cylinder 
was brought to be covered with wire cloth. I 
cannot recall the name of the Frenchman who 
brought it nor the location of his mill, except 
that it was in New Jersey and that it wasa 
hand-mill, making wrapping and sugar-loaf pa- 
per. It was a small affair,not over 2 feet 6 inches 
long and about 2 feet diameter. It was con- 
structed on the principle of a squirrel-cage 
wheel. Six slender arm brass wheels on an iron 
shaft that was covered. with a copper tube 
formed the framework of the cylinder. The end 
wheels bad rims about 1% inches deep by % 
inch thick, and at their smallest diameter a pro- 
jecting rim or collar about 1 inch, not over { 
inch thick at its outer edge. The four centre 
supporting wheels, equally spaced on the shaft, 
had round rims of about % inch diameter. 
Holes were drilled close to the outer edge of 
the end wheels about 1 inch apart, of a 
size to take in a No. 6 brass wire through 
these holes. Brass wire rods of that size 
were run from end to end of the cylinder, 
resting on and being supported by the round 
rims of the intermediate wheels. This was the 
condition of the cylinder when it was brought 
to the shop of N. &. D. Sellers to be finished 
and faced with wire cloth by its inventor and 
maker, and I recollect it as a very creditable 
piece of work. The rims and collars of the 
end wheels were accurately turned, the arms 
and hubs finished, as were also those of the 
supporting wheels, whose round rims were 
turned as much as they could be beyond the 
arms, the portions between the arms file and 
scraper finish. The man had worked out in 
his own mind exactly what he wanted done. 
In the first place the longitudinal rods must be 
secured to the round rims of the supporting 
wheels so as to keep them straight and an equal 
distance apart; this he proposed doing by 
tying to the rim with soft copper wire. It was 
done by the kind of loop sewing as wire 
screens were then made, This being done the 
cylinder was wrapped from end to end with 
No. 18 hard brass wire, laid so as to leave a 
space of inch between each round. This was 
secured to the longitudinal rods in the same 
manner of loop sewing as they were secured 
to the rims of the supporting wheels, then 
tovyered as the Gilpin cylinder was bya woven 
brass-wire backing of fourteen meshes to the 
inch, over which the fine wire face was placed. 

The explanation given of the object of the 
projection rims or collars on the ends of the 
cylinder was that the cylinder was to be 
sunk to, say, two-thirds or three-fourths its 
diameter in a vat of dilute pulp, these 
collar projections coming into close con- 
tact with the sides of the vat. By tacking 
a strip of sheepskin with the wool on it to the 
vat, so that the wool would rest on the collars, 
and by their intercepting the pulp, would form 
a pulp-tight joint and allow the cylinder to re- 
volve with very little retarding friction. Holes 
through the vat, near the bottom, inside of the 


cylinder, led into an outside vat, into which the 
water from inside the cylinder could freely 
pass. In this outside vat he had a Persian 
wheel which by revolving would raise the water 
to its hollow centre axis, through which it 
poured back into the pulp vat, only allowing 
so much to escape through an adjustable gate 
as would correspond to the amount of water 
coming in with the constant supply of pulp. 
By regulating the speed of the Persian wheel, 
the difference in the height of dilute pulp out- 
side and the water inside the cylinder would 
be kept uniform with sufficient difference to 
consolidate a film of pulp to pass into the felt 
of the coucher without squashing. 

I have no knowledge of what experiments 
have been tried, but from the confidence 
which the man showed, it gave the impres- 
sion that he spoke from actual trial results. 
There must have been difficulties he met with 
in getting his machine into successful opera- 
tion, for it was a considerable time before he 
sent specimens of a very fair quality of print- 
ing paper made on the cylinder. 

‘I have been thus particular in describing 
this cylinder, for I believe it to have been the 
first simple squirrel-wheel cylinder ever made ; 
and also on account of its close resemblance 
to the cylinder invented and patented by 
John Ames, of Springfield, Mass., at a later 
date, and from which patent grew long and 
expensive litigation. 

I recollect that when my father sketched 
and explained this simple cylinder to Mr. 
Gilpin he seemed perfectly incredulous as 
to the possibility of consolidating a film of 
pulp sufficiently to couch without the V-trough 
and exhaust pumps, but at the same time he 
showed considerable uneasiness ; for, said he, 
could such a simple cylinder and machine be 
made to work at all it would be a dangerous 
competitor to his expensive cylinder machine.

Method of Treating Pulp Ware. 








This is a process for saturating articles 
made of molded pulp composed of wood or 
other fibre with melted wax or other analo- 
gous substance that hardens at ordinary tem- 
perature, the saturation being effected by im- 
mersing the fibrous material in the wax when 
in a melted condition. The hardening wax 
which is found to give the best result, and to 
be the best for this use on account of its natu- 
ral properties, as well as because of its moder- 
ate cost, is composed mainly of the residues 
of paraffines or petroleum products, commer- 
cially known as ‘* wax tailings ;” and for the 
most perfect product a small proportion of 
palm-wax is added to the wax tailings 

A sufficient quantity of wax tailings, prefer- 
ably with a small amount, usually about 5 
per cent., by weight, of palm-wax, is melted in 
a suitable receptacle, the temperature required 
being somewhat above that of boiling water, 
and the pulp articles to be treated, after hav- 
ing been thoroughly dried, are immersed in 
the melted wax and allowed to remain a suffi- 
cient length of time for the wax to partially or 
entirely saturate the pulp. The time of im- 
mersion will vary in accordance with the thick- 
ness of the pulp material. For an article like 
a pail, for example, about one quarter of an 
inch thick, the time required is from five to ten 
minutes. The saturated article is then re- 
moved and permitted to cool, when it will be 
found to have great hardness and toughness, 
and it is said to be thoroughly impermeable 
to water, hot or cold, and to most other 
liquids. 

If desired, the surface of the article may be 
finished by rubbing down or polishing, and the 
finished material will be homogeneous and of 
very great strength. 

It is claimed that by this process the articles 
of molded pulp or other fibrous material may 
be hardened and rendered impervious in a very 
short time, and at far less expense, both for 
labor and material, than when treated by satu- 
ration in linseed or other hardening or drying 
oils or analogous compounds and subsequent 
baking and finishing of the article.

Durability of Timber Under 
Strain. 


If we carefully estimate the force required 
to tear a piece of wood asunder we find that 
lengthwise of the grain requires the greatest 
force. If we subject it to the pressure across 
the grain, for every degeee we bend it we find 
this resistance increased 11.617 per cent. 
(an average of 13 varieties of wood tested), 
increasing in direct ratio until sufficiently bent 
to displace its molecules, when of course its 
strength decreases rapidly. Timbers, then, 
subjected to a certain tension in the build- 
ing will outwear those not subjected to it. 

Again, a timber bearing a certain number of 
tons of weight for a certain length of time 
will bear a much heaver weight without being 
unsafe than if the timber having lain idle 
should afterward be loaded. This increase of 
strength may be proved by the following ex- 
periment: Three pieces of some brittle woog, 
carefully made of equal size, are placed side 
by side, with one end resting on some firm 
base; on one is placed 100 grams, and on 
another 500 grams, and they are then left for a 
week or more in a warm, dry situation. The 
one bearing the greatest weight will have bent 
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more lightly loaded piece, while the same 
weight placed on number three will break it. 
This proves conclusively that a certain weight 
placed on a timber renders it capable of bear- 
ing one still greater subsequently. 

A timber with all it will bear without dis. 
placement will actually bear more additional 
weight subsequently, and keep on increasing 
in both its wrenching and tensile strength than 
if it is laden one-half as heavily at the outset. 
Viewed with a microscope we find that the 
instant the wood is bent out of the true the 
fibres become closer at the bend or angle. 
Now, if the pressure is continued just far 
enough to bring these in actual contact, with- 
out force sufficient to mar or bruise them, they 
adapt themselves to the situation, and are 
absolutely glued together by the gummy sub- 
stances liberated by the cells ruptured in the 
bending. Furthermore, timber subjected to 
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pressure will decay less rapidly than when 
not. A stick of lancewood bent double, and 
the ends made secure, and the same exposed 
to the influences of decomposition, will show 
the effects much sooner in those portions not 
bent than where the sharp angle appears ; 
moreover, a stick actually broken in bending 
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will not rot so soon at the break as at some | 


distance from it, and fuagous growths rarely 
appear at the point of bending as soon as else- 
where. 

At first sight it would appear that, subjected 
to constant pressure, wood would undergo the 
same change as iron, but experiment has dem- 
onstrated the contrary. In some of the an- 
cient ruins of Europe those portions which ap- 
parently sustain the greatest pressure, such as 
roof trusses, gables, &c., are in a much better 
state of preservation than the joists which were 
merely supports for nailing, &c.—American 
Architect.

ing harmony between the employer and 
the employees, over a hundred of the lat- 
ter being concerned in the arrangement. 
After making a study of the wage ques- 
tion, this manufacturer in March last 


| adopted the profit-sharing system in his 


establishment. His plan was that the men 
should work 55 hours a week, receive the 
same wages they had been getting, and at- 
ter allowing 7 per cent. on capital invested 
and a salary for his services, the profits at 
the end of the year were to be divided 
between the firm and the workmen on 
the basis of total wages paid and capital 


| invested. A short time ago the employees 
| requested the restoration of ten, hours a 


day. The company has just declared a 
dividend, the employees getting 5 per 
cent. on their wages and the proprietors a 
corresponding amount on capital. The 


| scheme involves, besides these features al- 


ready related, a relief and insurance fund, 
and a surplus fund to be set aside for years 
when business is bad. This project will 
commend itself to those who are capable 


| of appreciating it, and will no doubt work 


satisfactorily until some extreme test shall 
be applied. We know of an exactly simi- 
lar instance in this city more than ten 
years ago, where the employees, engaged 
under a like plan of distribution of earn- 
ings, went out “on strike” at the com- 
mand of their union, leaving their 
employers with unfinished work on 
hand. This happened just prior to the 
time of making the semi-annual divi- 
dend, which the men, of course, lost. 
The strike failed and the hands returned 
to work, but the system was utter- 
ly demolished, for it was not again re- 
newed. We like to see community of 
interest like that suggested. Certainly 
there are few employers who are willing 
to concede to their empleyees any share 
in the returns from their capital and busi- 
ness other than the wages which they pay 
them; but when the workingman has 
learned to study and reason out principles 
for himself and can act unmoved by in- 
timidations from those who wish to use 
him for their personal ends, there will be 
an authority to labor whichwill command 
more respect and secure greater advan- 
tages than can be attained by arbitrary 
measures. 


PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 


The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during 
the month ended January 31, as reported, 
were 23,236 bales, a decrease from the 
corresponding month of 1886 of 11,250 
bales, and a decrease compared with Jan- 
uary, 1885, of 17,274 bales. There was 
a decrease from January, 1886, in rags of 
12,450 bales. Manilla stocks show an in- 
crease of 3,565 bales, and old papers a 
decrease of 4,120 bales. Wood pulp shows 
an increase of 1,845 packages. The total 
figures in each class of stock during the 
month of January, for the years 1887, 
1886 and 1885, are as follows:

The committee in charge of the bids 
declines to allow the documents to be exam- 
ined, which is rather a ‘* pecoolar” proceed- 
ing. The agony is to be settled to-day, I am 
told, so that both the successful and unsuccess- | 
ful bidders can have a good night’s sleep be- 
fore Sunday. 


I hear that “super” is going at six 
cents, or, rather, that that is the lowest figure 
bid, while the similar figure for machine-fin- 
ished is five and three-tenths cents. The 
latter is an improvement on last year, while 
the former is a shade lower. 


This year the tensile strength and the 
thickness of the paper were marked on each 
sample and it is now alleged by responsible 
members of the trade, who have tested the 
samples, that they will not show the required 
strength. This should not be, because if the 
paper delivered is like sample and does not 
stand the required strength, it may be rejected 
on the theory applied to the cruiser built by 
the late John Roach. 


German manufacturers do not appear 
to be in ahappy frame of mind. In Duisburg 
I learn that the year 1886 was very unfavora- 
ble for the chemical industry. There seems 
to have been a fair amount of business, but 
the returns were far from satisfactory.

I notice one ‘thing, however, and it is 
that none of the German papers growl over 
the unsatisfactory results of the sale of bisul- 
phite patents, nor do they allege that the pro- 
fits therein are inadequate. 


The cellulose manufacturers are kicking, 
however, and in the Erzebirge district the 
business is inactive owing to low water in the 
rivers. Chewing the cud of reflection upon 
this fact, an editor of the Faderland says : 


“Who would have thought it possible 
two years ago, when prices were at a very 
low level, that the cellulose produced in the 
district would at any time fail to supply 
the wants of the: neighboring paper mills? 
Yet, this was the case last year, for paper 
manufacturers were obliged to import even 
from Sweden, and, of course, paying consid- 
erably higher prices. The heavy demand last 
summer was* the occasion of an elevation of 
price, and yet another increase is now thought 
possible.” 


But even with all this they acknowl- 
edge that 1886 was not a profitable year, and 
they allege that the cause is the small amount 
of material manufactured.

Pressure in Boiling Wood. 
LamBertviLte, N. J., February 2, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I have read with interests the articles in 
THE JOURNAL on the manufacture of wood 
fibre by both the acid and alkali processes. 
All that I have noticed on the soda process 
and what I can learn outside is suggestive of 
high pressure, say from 100 to 125 pounds, or 
from 342 to 355 degrees. As this high pres- 
sure is hard on digesters, while the high tem- 
perature is hard on the fibre, it occurred to me 
that if fibre could be made at a much lower 
pressure it would be a saving on the apparatus 
and produce a stronger fibre. I have experi- 
mented with a small digester and the inclosed 
samples are the result. No. 1, the finer fibre, 
is seasoned hemlock, boiled with the usual 
amount of alkali required for hemlock for 
a period of eight hours at 280° pressure, 
equal to 33 pounds American gauge. Sample 
No, 2 is also hemlock, boiled with the usual 
amount of caustic soda for eight hours, but 
for only four hours as high as 280°.

This lack, of course, is due to no fault of the 
engineer or fireman. It is a drain upon a 
treasury, however, that no prudent manager 
will permit, as the most casual will perceive 
the folly of burning coal to heat water, and 


then pouring in cold water. It is unnecessary 
to more than refer to the advantage of provid- 
ing measures for prevention of scale, both for 
the preservation of the boiler and an economi- 
cal use of fuel. It will suffice to state that a 
scale half an inch thick will require 50 per 
cent. more fuel to raise a given quantity of 
steam. 


The production of power with water-motors, 





of whatever kind, involves interesting condi 
tions ; yet as they pertain to the province of 
dynamical mechanics, mostly beyond the con- 
trol of an operator, they will be passed by. 
With steam, however, it is different; the in- 
telligence of the operator is quickly manifest 
in great increase of work, as the want of it is 
as quickly perceptible in failure to perform the 
wonted task. The application of power means, 
in the first place, the most perfect combustion 
of fuel obtainable, and its application to the 
work to be done by the most perfect appli- 


ances, so that the least percentage of loss shall 
occur during transmission.

sults through some trivial and perhaps un- 
noticed defect in the setting that the intelli- 
gent operator will easily remedy. Two simi- 
lar furnaces with similar settings will develop

| telligent or an ignorant or careless man. One 
will keep his flues clean, will see that a mini- 
mum of scale is deposited on his boiler-sheets, 
that his chimneys are open, and that his hearth 
is clear, and especially will feed his fuel little 
at a time, spread it well over the fire, and ex- 
| hibit vigilant watchfulness over all the details 
of his work. The other will neglect all these, 
fill his furnace full, and read novels between 
fires. Between the accumulation of ashes on 
the grate and the masses of cold fuel on the 
top, oxygen has precious little chance for 
work. The glowing bed of incandescence that 
| the successful fireman will aim to have under 
| his water is had only occasionally, and then in 
such mass as to endanger the boiler.
